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HISTORY of the late WAR in AMERICA. 


From the Bairish ANNUAL REGISTER, for 1777. 


URING this time, Genera) Bur- 
goyne continued in his ¢ on 
the eaftern fhore of the Hudfon’s River, 
nearly oppofite to Saratoga, where he 
afed the moft unremitting induidry and 
perleverance, in bringing itores and pro- 
vifions forward from Fort George, As 
a fweil of the water occahoned4 by great 
wains had carried away his bridge of 
rafts, he threw another, of boats, over 
the river at the fame place. Having at 
length by good management obtained 
and brought forward about thirty days 
provifion, with other neceffary ‘tores, he 
took a refolution of pafling the Hudfon's 
River with the army, which he accor- 
dingly carried into execution towards 
the middie of September, and encamped 
on the heights and in the plain of Sara- 
toga, the enemy being then in the neigh- 
bourbood of Still Water. 

Though this meafure of paffing the 
Hudfon’s River, has not only been a 
fubje& of mach difcuffien at home, but 
alfo of parliamentary enquify ; vet as it 
till lies open, without any decifion on 
its merite, and that the General's in- 
ftruGions are not publickly known, nor 
perhaps his motives all thoroughly un- 
deritood, we fhall not prefume to form 
any opinion upon the queftion. It will 
be fufficient to obferve, that in his letter 
to the American Min:fter he fays, That 
he thinks it a duty of juftice to take up- 
on himielf the meafure of having pafled 
the Hudfon’s River, in order to force 
a paflageto Albany. And that he did 
not think himfelf authorifed to call any 
men into council, when the peremptory 
teneur of his orders, and the feafon of 
the year, admitted of no alternative. 
He alfo gives, in a fubfequent part of 
the fame letter, the following ttate of his 
reafoning, at the time when the army 
was in very critical and hazardous cir- 
cumilances, * Ihe expedition 1 com- 





manded was evidently meant at 
firft to .¢ bazarded. Circumftances 
might require it thould be devoted ; a 
eritical jun&ion of Mr. Gates’s force 
with Mc. .Wathington might poflibly 
decide the fate of the war ; the failure 
of my junétion with Sir Harry Clinten, 
or the lofs of my retreat to Canada, could 
only be a partial misfortune,”” Whe- 
ther his retreat was at this period quite 
practicable, even if his orders had not 
been to advance at all hazards, is uncer- 
tain. 

Such it feems were the principles-of 
the General's conduct in fome of the fuc- 
ceeding events. As the army advanc- 
edalong the river towards the enemy, 
they found the country very imprattica~ 
ble,being covered with thick woods, and 
acontinual repair of bridges neceflary. 

Being at length arrived in 
Sept. 19th. the froateé ro enemy, fome 
woods only of no great extent interven - 
ing, the General put himfelf at the head 
of the Britifh line which compofed the 
right wing. ‘That.wing-was covered 
by General Frazer and Colonel Brey- 
man, with the grenadiers and light in- 
fantry of the army, who keptalong fome 
high grounds which commanded its 
right flank, being themfelves covered by 
the Indians, provincials and Canadians, 
in the front and flanks. The left wing 
and artillery, under the Majors Generah 
Phillips andReidefel,kept along the greas 
road and meadows by the river fide. 

Theenemy, being incapable from the 
nature of the country of perceiving the 
different combinations of the march, if- 
fued from their camp in great force, with 
a defign of turning the right wing, and 
taking the Britith line on the flank. 
Being unexpeétedly checked in this de- 
fign, by the ftrong pofition of Generat 
Frazer, they immediately countermarch- 
ed, and the fame particularity of coum- 
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try which had occafioned their miftake, 
now operating as effectually to prevent 
the dikovery: and confequently the tak- 
ing any advantage of their fubfequent 
movement, they directed their principal 
effort to the left of the fame wing. 


The British troops were not a little 


furprifed, at the boldnefs with which 
they began the attack, and the vigour and 
obitinacy with which it was futtained, 
from three o’clock in the afternoon, un- 
til after funfet. Arnold led on the ene- 
my, and fought danger with an. eager 


in his character, was at no time more 
eminently diftinguifhed. The enemy 
were, however, continually fupplied 
with freth troops, whilft the weight of 
the aétion lay principal}y for a long time 
upon the zoth, the arft, and 62d regi- 
ments. It will be needlefs to fay, that 
they behaved with their ufual firmnefs 
and gallantry, though it may not be to- 
tally fuperfluous to obferve, tliat the 
greater part of thefe three regiments, 
were engaged for near four hours with- 
out intermiffion. 

Mott of the other corps of the army, 
bore alfo a good fhare in the bufinefs. of 
the day. The 24th regiment, which 
belonged to Fiazer’s brigade, with the 
grenadiers and a part of the light infan- 
try, were for fome time brought inte ac- 
tion, and charged with their ufual fpirit 
and bravery. Breyman’s riflemen, and 
fome other parts of his corps, alfe did 
ae fervice ; but thefe troops only aét- 

partially and occafionally, as the 
heights on which they had been origin- 
ally pofted, were of too great importance 
to be totally evacuated. 

Major General Philips upon firf 
hearing the firing, made his way with 
major Williams, and a part ef the artil- 
lery, through a very difficult part of the 
wood, and from that time rendered moft 
effential fervice. It feems as if in one 
inftance his prefence of mind had nearly 
faved the army, when, in the mott cvriti- 
cal point of time, he reftored the a&ion 
by leading up thezoth regiment, the ene- 
my having then obtained a great fupe- 
riority of fire. Though every part of 
the artillery performed, almott wonders, 
the brave Captain Jones (who was un- 
fortunately, though glorioufly, killed) 
with his brigade, were particularly dif- 
tinguifhed. Major General Reidefel 
“alfo exerted himéelf to bring up a part 
of the left wing, and arrived in time to 
Gharge the eneity with bravery and of- 


fe&. Juft as the light clofed, the ene- 
my retired ; and left the royal army maf- 
ters of the field of battle. The darknefs 
equally prevented purfuit and prifoners. 

Upon the whole, the royal army gain- 
ed nothing but honou? by this arduous 
ftruggle and hard-fought battle. They 
had now grappled with fuch an enemy 
as had never encountered before in 
America; and fuch as they were too 
= to imagine it could not produce. 

he flattering ideas that the Americans 


nefs and intrepidity, which though much imap ve mgs pie te 


hedges or entrenchments, and were in- 
capable of feftaining a fair and open 
confli@ in the field, were now at an end. 
This opinion had alfo been in fome _ 
fure fhaken in the fouth. Herefthey 

with a foe who &emed as eager for 
action, as carele/s of danger, and as in- 
different with refpeét to ground or co- 
ver as themfelves ; and after a hard and 
clofe conteft of four hours, hand to hand, 
when darknefs put an end to the en- 
gagement, the royal forces but barely 
keptthe field, and the Americans only 
returned to their camp. 

We lott manv brave men in this ac- 
tion, and it was not much matter of 
comfort that the Americans had. loft a 
greaternumber. The army lay all night 
on their arms in the field of battle, and 
in the morning tock a pofition nearly 
within cannon fhot of the enemy's camp, 
fortifying their right wing, and extend- 
ing their left fo as to cover thofe mea- 
dows through which the river runs, and 
where their batteaux and hofpitals were 
placed. The 47th regiment, with that 
of Heffe Hanau, and a corps of provin- 
cials, were encamped in the ualiels as 
av additional fecurity. ‘he enemy's 
right was incapable of approach, and 
their left was too flrongly fortified to 
be infulted. 

The zeal and alacrity of the Indians be- 
gan from thistime to flacken. Though 
the General complains in his difpatches 
of the ill effeéts of their defertion, he 
does not fpecify the particular time of 
their rate vor thearmy. This clofe 
and dangerous {ervice was by no means 
fuited to their difpofition, and the prof- 
peéts of plunder were narrowed to no- 
thing. Fidelity and honour were prin- 
ciples for which they had no terms, and 
of which they could frame no ideas. 
Some letters had lately pafled between 
Gates and General Burgoyne, in which 
bitter reproaches relative to the barbar- 


ities committed by the favages were 
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thrown out by the one, and thofe charg- 
es were in gereral denied, and in part 
lliated by the other. The favages 
ikewife received fome check on account 
of the murder of Mifs M’Crea. Upon 
fome or all of thefe accounts they defert- 
ed the army in the feafon of its danger 
and diftrefs, when their aid would have 
been moft particularly ufeful ; and af- 
forded a fecqnd inftance within a fhort 
time of the little reliance that fhould be 
placed on fuch auxiliaries. 

A great defertion alfo prevailed a- 
mongit the Canadians and Britith pro- 
vincials, nor does it feem as if the fideli- 
ty or fervices of thofewhoremained were 
much depended on or efteemed. Gene- 
ral Burgoyne had from the beginning, 
nor did it entirely forfake him to we 
time, a firm hope of being powerfylly 
fuccoured, if wanted, or at any rate of 
being met and joined at Albany, by a 
trong force from the army at New- 
York. He now received with great dif- 
ficulty a letter in cypher from Sir Harry 
Clinton, informing him of his intention 
to make a diverfion oa the North River, 
by attacking Fort Montgomery, and 
fomé other fortrefles which the rebels had 
erected in the highlands, in order to guard 
the paffage up that river to Albany. 
Though this diverfion fell far fhort of 
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the aid which the General expected, he, 
however, hoped that it might afford ef- 
fential fervice by obliging Gates to di- 
vide his army. Heaccordingly return- 
ed the meflenger, and afterwards dif- 
patched two sleon in difguife, and o- 
ther confidential perfons, all feparately 
and by different routes, to acquaint 
Liinton with his exact ftate, fituation 
and condition ; to prefs him urgently 
to the immediate profecution of his de- 
fign ; and to inform him, that he was 
enabled in point of provifion, and fixed 
in his determination, to hold his pre- 
fent pofition, in the hope of favourable 
events, until the *2th of the following 
month. 
, In the mean time every means were 
ufed for fortifying the camp, and re- 
doubts were erected for the protection of 
the magazines and hofpitals, not only to 
ard againft any fudden attack, but 
or their fecurity in any future movement 
which the army might make in order to 
turn the enemy's flank. The ftricteft 
watch on the motion¥ of the enemy, and 
attention on every quarter to their own 
fecurity, becarne every day more indif- 
penfible, as Gates’s army was continu- 
aily increaGng in force by the acceflion 
of freth bodies of the militia.

Mr. Eprror, 
N your Magazine, for the fecond week in 
O€tober, 1 obferve another piece in fa- 
vour of Conventions, under the fignature of 
** A Freeman.” 

Whenever the Citizen fhall find his per- 
formance ably attacked, although I know 
him not, yet vpon the ftreagth of credit his 
writings give him, I dare venture to affure 
the publick he will not be backward in fup- 
porting it. At prefent there is no neceflity. 

It mutt be acknowledged, that the Free-. 
man difcovers, at the fame time that he prof- 
titutes it, fome talent at compofition. His 
piece, though fcurriJous, wicked and fedi- 
tious, fhews mach more ability than his bro- 
ther “ Member's” of the week before ; yet, 
tet not his vanity flatter him too much with 
this as a compliment ; for, the corruption of 
his heart far out-balances the powers of his 
underftanding. 

He obferves, that in the Citizen, * nothing 
is faid to enlighten the anderftanding and 
convince the judgment.” It-is to be pre- 
fumed he has not the fame opiniog of his 
own performance, nor have I :-——No Sir, it 
requires no depth of penetration to difcover 
who lurks under the fignature of ** A Free- 
man ;” the veil of patriotifm, which he af- 
fumes upon the occafion, is but # fimfy net- 


work, and fhall not have power to fertes 
him; 1 know him, and I will do my endea- 
vour, before I finith this piece, the publick 
thall know him as well as I do. 

Heé fays that * the Citizen” is the firt who 
bas called Conventions treaforable, though 
many had long before called them zaconfitu- 
tienal. J acknowledge that the Citizen fays, 
** they affemble to do aéts treafonable to the 
State ;” and he tells us how, viz. “* encou- 
raging mobs in ftopping Courts of Jutftice :"” 
But the Freeman gives us his aflurance that 
they are not guilty of this; pay, he goes fur- 
ther, and affures us, that ‘* the advice of 
Convention was directly the reverfe.”’ It is 
a trite, but true faying, that * actions more 
plainly befpeak the man than words ;"” and 
when the former do not aceord with the lat- 
ter, to which fhall we give credit >——Now, 
when we know that one Member of Conven- 
tion, and that Member the very writer who 
appeared in the Magazine under the figna-- 
ture of “ A Member of Convention,” and 
who is known to be the confidential friend of 
the *¢ Freeman,” affembles the leaders of the 
mob, and for encouragement reads to them 
the performance, which he afterwards had 
the affurance to prefent from the prefs to 
the publick ; when one leading member dots 
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this, and plumes himfelf to the rioters as 
their champion ; and when another member 
of this Convention appears in perfon, with 
the mob, and cheers and exhorts them by his 
words and aétions, to * perfevere in their 
caufe, for itis a good one ;"" when we know 
all this, can we doubt a moment, whether we 
hall give any credit to his bare affertion ? 

The Citizen declares Conventions to be 

conftitutional, and. he gives the reafons ; 

e tells us, ** fuch affemblics are incontiitent 
with the very nature of government,” that 
it is abfolutely impoffible there thouid exift 
fuch a monfter as one government within ano- 
ther, and that one or the other muift inevita- 
bly perith : But it will be more becoming 
me to refer thofe who with further informa. 
tion in the matter, to that very able and ju- 
dicious writer himfelf, in the Magazines for 
the laft week in Augu%, and the firft, 1 think, 
in September ; they will there fee it, with 
great force of reafon and propriety of expref- 
fion, matterly treated of. 

The Freeman fays, ** the Citizen infinu- 
ates that our Conventions originated with the 
miniftry of Great Britain ;” and then won- 
ders he did not cailthem Arminians, for, he 
adds, ** it would have been as much to his 
purpofe.”’--.What ?---Is it of no confe- 
quence to confider, whether meafures, which 
fo much affe&t the publick weal, originated 
with friends or enemies ?---Canm any man in 
his fenfes believe, that thofe who wifh our 
deftruction will confult for our profperity ? 

I doubt not there are among the members of 
Convention fome héneft, well-meaning men, 
and I hope their number is not fmall ; but I 
fcruple not to fay, that thefe have been, by 
members more artful, mo grofsly impofed 
upon and abufed: For it is faid, and I have 
itwery dire&tly, that the queftion being agi- 
tated and put, ** Whether they fhould petition 
for paper money,” the majority voted againtt 
it. Yet we find that afterwards they voted 
for a ‘* portable reprefentation of property.” 
They knew not that this was contradiéting 





‘their own fentiment; and that they were 


dupes to the difhoneft, bafe artifice of defign- 
ing interefted drawgbht/men. If any thing will 
roufe their indignation, when they come to 
their fenfes, and they have not given up their 
underftanding to their leaders, together with 
their confidence, this mutt be fufficient. 

The Citizen obferves, that if we will “‘ ex- 
amine into the charaéters of thofe who are 
exciting the people, in fome counties, to af- 
femble and fit in judgment on thofe whom 
they have appointed to be their rulers, we 
hall find many of them deftitute of property, 
without reputation, hardy and faétious in their 
tempers, and eminent only for their vices and 
depravity ; or probably we hall find among 
them the fecret but ative enemies of our peace 
aod happinefs, the vile emiffaries of Britain.” 
At this the Freeman grows quite raving. and 
runs himfeif out of breath with refentment. 
Undoubtedly the Citizen meant this with a 


referve, for he does not fay a//, but many : But 
furely it little becomes thefe men, theie wri- 
fers, to refent with fuch boldnefs the accufas 
tion. Do they mean to offer their own cha+ 
racters to confute the charge ?---Let us take 
that of the ** Freeman,” and fee how it will 
bear the fcrutiny. 

The firit notice we give of him is in the 
character of a Clergyman ;---Yes, he was 
once (pardon me ye venerable order) a pious 
Clergyman ; with humility he taught the 
amiable precepts of Chriftianity--- ({uft God! 
can I believe what I write ?)---and while,with 
energy, he enforced them from’the pulpit, he 


‘qdid no difhonour to them by the condu€t of 


his life. This man, who now culls and drains 
the language for approbrious terms to vent his 
malice aud revile his adverfary, once taught 
to * Jowe our enemies,” and when we were 
** veviled, to rewile mot again !’*--he was once 
known for his gentlencis and humility ; and 
while the good qualities of his head gained 
him the efteem, the amiable ones of his 
heart acquired and preferved him the affec- 
tion of all his acquaintance. ‘To know was 
to lowe him--~** bieffed character!" He 
found, however, that the world did not think 
the ** labourer worthy of his hire,”’ at leaft, 
the world’s eftimation was not equal to his 
own---He thifts his coat, and prepares him- 
felf to become an advocate atthe bar ; or, to 
ufe his own words, “ a plunderer,”’ a “* beat 
of prey.” What contending emotions matt 
heave arifen in his breaft, between intereft amd 
principle, inclination and neceffity ?---Auri 
lacra fames quid non mortalia pefora cogis P-- 
ho can retrain from pitying iim ?.- #6 A 
virtuous man ftrugzling with misfottune,” 
fays Seneca, “* isa icene worthy the gods to 
look down upon.” leaven beheld and had 
compaffion---he was relieved from his trou- 
bles of confcience, for his qualifications ap- 
peared, upon trial, infufficient, and he was 
rejeCted. Now again his principles of low- 
linefs occur to and direét him ; he defcends 
into the more humbie paths of life, ahd com- 
mences pettifogrer ;---** I would inform 
thofe who are ignorant,” that a pettifogger is 
a petty lawyer ; or, to follow the gentleman, 
a * plundercr™ ‘in a fmall way, a kind of 
picarooner. In this ftation he continues, un- 
til, again grown uneafy, he fets himfelf .t0 
difturb the peace of the whole corhmunity, 
defames publick and private charaéters, de- 
clares that government is out of order, and 
wants reformation ; and ia the defperate hope 
of once more retrieving his own fortune, be- 
comes a zealous patriot, and offers himtelf 
$¢ the pilot of the State.” Could envy at 
the profperity of ethers, or revenge for fome 
fuppofed injury, rankle in the breatt of a pa- 
triot, we might, without great breach’of cha- 
rity, fufpe& this man; but one of fo much 
meeknefs could not harbour two fuch diabo- 
lical paffions ; for, Mr. Printery a man may 
be as meek as Mofes, and yet love the com- 
forts, the Perdia’s of life, and to lull his cares 
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to reft over his bottle---dear folacer of woe, 
end ftupifier of s !---Let him enjoy it, 
fay I, and fing to it, and dance around it !.- 
iil betide the man who would deprive him of 
it.--- Private vices, however deteftable, 
have not dignity fufficient to attraét the 
ceafure of the prefs, unlefs they are u- 
nited with the power of doing fome fignal 
mifchief t6 the community.” Let him ceafe 
fomenting anarchy in the Commonwealth,and 
confine himfelf to his bottle, and we will not 
notice him, but, if he will not, he mut be 
expofed to the world, and meet the chaftife- 
ment he merits.

honour to the publick, if called upon, to 
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prove him, or acknowledge my miftake in the 
mag :- -But let the Freeman take care how far 
he fuffers the firft tranfports of his refentment 
to hurry him ; let him confult for an inftant his 
underftanding, before he calls 7 me to 
prove what I have advanced ; let him attend 
one moment to that fometbing within him, 
and if he has any prudence left, he will thrink 
back forever into filence. 

One word to my fellow-citizens, of whofe 
fufferings I partake, and of whofe burthens 
I bear my part, thall clofe a piece I am fenfi- 
ble is already too lengthy---Beware whom ye 
truft- --Can thofe who are unabie to prevent 
their own fteps from tottering, dire& yours. 
Open your eyes to the pit of deftruétion which 
gapes before you !---See the fair, and once 
firm fabrick of the Conftitution, * which 
your own hands have framed,” now falling to 
pieces !---See thefe Conventions and their 
confequences, thefe infurretions, thefe intef- 
tine difcords, thefe ** worms in the bowels,”

policy: He certainly withes to eftablith as a 
necefflary maxim ia politicks, that a man 
born, as he would term it, one of the pro- 
phane vulgar, is ipfo faffo excommunicated 
from every honour in the community, and 
ought never to prefyme to cultivate his un- 
der ftanding however brilliant and folid ; im 
fhort, that the common people fhould never 


“afpire after learning and wifdom. If, Mr. 


Editor, we look into biography, and read the 
lives of illuftrious men, we thall almoft eve- 
ry where find, that thofe who have rendered 
themfelves the mof confpicuous, have had 
no advantages from family or fortune, but on 
the other hand, have had.to contend with e- 
very obftacle, which indigence and the want 
of friends could create ; the celebrated Ro- 
man orator was a Tufcan plebeian, and the 
late Earl of Chatham was born in an obfcure 
village of the kingdom of Great-Britain ; yet 
they were honoured and efteemed by their 
refpefive ewtemporaries, and pofterity will 
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pever céafe to regard them as the moft per- 
feét models of human virtue and greatnds ; 
end if we read the memoits of thofe heroes 
and fatefmen which our own age and coun- 
try have produced, we thal! find an immenfe 
interval between their firft beginnings and 
their prefent celebrity—witnefs the Prefident 
of Pennfylvania, and ovr plenipotentiary at 
the couttof London, I feel a refentment a- 
gaintt the member of Convention which I do 
not with to conceal: 1 will hazard a predic. 
tion. concerning the duration of his prefent 
popularity ; in times of commotion, when the 
ipirit of party carries every thing to an ex~- 
treme, a man becomes more or lefs efteem-

GOVERNOUR's SALARY. 


O* Thurfday lait came on before the 
Houfe, the conftitutional queftion, 


" Whether the Governour’s falary could be re- 


duced, confiftent with the conftitution ? For 
the better underftanding of fome obfervations 
made in the debates, we infert the article in 
the frame of government, relative to this 
point. 

Cuar. Il.—Src. 1—Ar T. XIII. 

“* Asthe publick good requires that the 
Governour fhould not be under the undue 
influence of any of the members of the Ge- 
neral Court, by a dependence on them f6r 
his fupport—that he should in all cafes, aé& 
with freedom for the benefit of the publick 
that he thould not have his attention ne- 
ceffarily diverted from that obje& to his pri- 
vate concerns—and that he fhould maintain 
the dignity of the Commonwealth in the 
character of its chief magiftrate—it is necef- 
{ary that he thould havean honourable ftated 
falary, of a fixed and parmanent value, am- 

ly fufticient for thofe purpofes, and efta- 
Bihed by ftanding laws: and it fhall be a- 
mon g the firft acts of the General Court, af- 
ter the commencement of this Conftitution, 
to eftablith fuch falary by law accordingly.” 

Thofe who-were in the affirmative of the 
queition held, that a falary was fated, and of 
afxed and permanent value, if it was grant- 
ed at any time, previous to the Governour’s 
lettion ; and that, 2s a Governour could 
exift only for one year, however frequently 
the fame man might be chofen into office, 
it could not bring the Governour wzder the 
undue influence of any of the members of the Ge- 
neral Court, by a dependence on them for bis 
Support, if this grant was made annually for 
tue future Magiftrate. For, it could be no 
goncern of the Governour for the time be- 
iny, what allowance was to be made to his 
Jucceffor, fince his own falary could not be 
effe¢ted. Befides, there was fomething ex- 
<ecdingly abfurd in fuppofing, that a juft 
Sum could be fixed upon, which fhould con- 
tinue {> many years, through ail the poffible 
variation which might take place in thecir- 
cumftances of the people. ther gentlemen 
thought, that this conttru@tion of the article 
was overfet, by the elaufe which provides 
that it fall be among the firft alts of the Gene- 
val Court, after the ee a this confti- 
tution, to oftabl fb fuch felary by law accord- 
ingly. If the framers of the conftitution had 
gchgned, that the falary fhould have been al- 
tered, would they not have faid, “that it 

ehould be among the fic a@gof each Gene- 
sal Court, annualiy, to eftabiith, &c.”? 
‘They thought thts only an ingenious evafion 


of the common force of terms, and the ef- 
fet would inevitably be to make the Go- 
vernour dependant on the General Court. 
“For, chough a0 Chief Magiftrate had a right 
to anticipate his re-eleétion, yet he 
feel interefted in the future refpeCtability of 
the flation which he held, and for which he 
muft ftand, at leat, as fair a candidate ano- 
ther year, as any other man. The debates 
being finifhed, the yeas and nays were called

On Priday the Houle took up the fee bill. 
Upon this fabje@t, we can fay nothing more, 
than that the iees are propofed to be lowered 
from one quarter to one third part of the 
former allowance. 

TENDER-ACT. 

On the fame day came on the bill, for 
making real and perfonal eftate a tender in 
éifcharge of enecutions. Among the objec- 
tions to this bill was adduced the 4th article 
of the treaty of peace, which provides, that 
the creditors om either fide, pall meet with no 
fowsjst impediment to the recovecy of the full 
value, in iterling money, of all bona-fide debts 
heretofore contratied. \t was alledged that 
unlets fuch debts were excepted from the 
bill, it would be a breach of the treaty, fince 
the property included in the tender, was very 
different from * fterling money.” It was 
alfo thought to bea breach of the treaty in 
another way, as it allowed a tender of real 
eftate to be made to Britith fubje&ts, who 
were aliens, and therefore fuppofed to bein~ 
capable of holding it. And if they were ca- 

able of holding real eftate by law, it would 
“ wretched policy to throw the lands into 
the hands of foreiga fubje&ts, Who owed no 
ermanent allegiance to our government. 
Thefe objections, however, with others that 
have been made every day, toa tender att, 
were over-ruled by the Houfe, and a time 
was affigned for a fecond reading of the bill. 
Payment of back TAXES, 

After the difcuffion of the bill for making 
real and perfonal eftate a tender, a bill was 
introduced providing for the payment of 
back taxes, due previous to the year 1784, in 
{pecifick articles. The defign of this mea- 

ure is to relieve the people under the prefent 
fcarcity ofcath. We need not mention, that 
fo valuable a plan met with the approbation 
of all parties, and a time was affigned, with- 
out oppofition, for a third reading of the 


le 
COURTS of COMMON PLF AS. 
The report of a Committee appointed to 
confider whether any other Court could be 
{ubsitsted in the room of the Common 
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Pleat, almoft wholly occupied the attention 
of the Houfe on Saturday morning. This 
report propofed, that the original procefs in 
all civil caufes, thould commence betore a 
Juttice of the Peace, amd in cafes of default 
executions fhould ifive without further de- 
lay ; That where the parties appeared, a re- 
ference thculd be always allowed, and the 
influence of the juftice fhould be uled to 
induce it : But if this could not be effected, 
the caufe fhould then be carricd to tac Su- 
preme Judicial Court for trial. 

The report was not accepted by the Senate 
who re-committed it, with initructions @ 
report proper regulations to be introduced 
into the Courts of Common Pleas. The 
arguments ufed ii the Houfe on this occa- 
fion, were fuch, as, on the one hand, were 
drawn from the uncafinefs of the people, and 
on the other, from the inconvenience of 
changing judicial infitutions, and of abol- 
ishing what wanted only to be reformed. 
The Houle finally agreed to a re-commit- 
ment, and included. che Courts of General 
Seflions of the Peace in the commifiion. 
This was acceded to by the Senate. 

Order, on the probabu.ty of attempts being 
made toficp the fitting of the SUPREME 
JUDICIAL COURT, at TAUNION. 
Un Saturday paffed an order appointing 

a Committee of both Houfes, to wait on the 

-Governour, to tnform him, that. informa- 

tion having been given, chat there was a de- 
ree of probability, thatiome atempts might 

o made to prevent the ficting of the Supreme 
Judicial Court in ‘Saunton, on the next 
‘Tuefday, although the Leg flature enter- 
tained tull conficenre that his h«cellency 
would exercife that authority on this occa- 
fion, with which the conttitution had vefted 
him, yet that they cou. not forbear expref- 
fing their defire, that he would immeviately 
give the moft fexious attention to the fub- 
geet. ‘ 

On Monday his Excellency fent a meffage 
to both Houfes, agquainting them of his 
proceedings upon this fubject, which gave 
rife to anvther Committee of both bloules, 
who were initruéted to thank his Exceilen- 

cy for the intelligence he had been pieafed 
to communicate to the Court, re/pecting the 
measures he had taken to {upport the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, at their ieflion in the 
county of Briftol ; and to atlure his Excel- 
Jency, that the General Court, in the earliet 
parcof their fefhon,did bear their faichfu! tef- 
timonyagainit the late ouGageous proceedings 
in feveral countries within this Common- 
wealth ; and didexprefs their high tat.sfac- 
tion,in the meafures which his Excellency 
had taken to fuppre(j the fame, and their 
firm refojution to iupport the conftitutional 
authority of the government, and at the 
fame time to enquire into and redre!s all real 
gricvvances ; and did alfo reiuive, that com- 
penfation thould be made to fuch officers 

and foldiers, of the militia, as appeared in 

purfuance of his Exceiiency’s order for the 
purpofe avove-mentioned, and that like com- 
penfation fhould be made for fuch of the 
faid officers and foldiers, as might hereaf- 
ter be called forth upon fimilar occafions. 
And the faid Committee were furthef in- 
@ructed to ailure his Excellency, that the

General Court would always, on fuch and 
other occafions, afford the Supreme Execu- 
tive, ail that aid, which thould be incumbent 
on them, in their own department, fully con- 
fiding, that his Excellency would itill pre- 
fevere in the exercife of inch powers, as 
were vefted in him, by our excellent coniti- 
tution, for enforcing due obedience to che 
authority and laws of government, and for 
preventing any attempts to interrupt the 
adminiftration of law and juitice for the fu- 
tuse, upon which the peace and fafety of 
the Commonwealth, in the opinion of the 
Court, immediately depended. And the 
Committee were further inftruéted to ac- 
quaint his Excellency, that it was the earn- 
eft defire of the General Court, that imme- 
diate meafures might be taken for the fup- 
= ofthe Supreme Judicial Court, to be 

olden by law within the county of Middle- 
fex, the enfuing week. 

Intercft on Britifh debts, Ge. 

A Committee of the Houle was appointed 
on Monday !a%, to revife the refolve tor poft- 
poning the rendering of judgment for inter- 
eft which arofe va British debts during the 
war. 

On Duefday the bill providing for the 
payment of back taxes in fpecifick articles, 
patied the Houfe to be engroffed.

The biil for making real and perfonal ef- 
tate a tender, alfo catae before them for the 
fecond reading.

mitted to his procefs; put in any other view 
the bill would be ‘unconititutional, Upon 
the queihon being takch, the Houfe voted 
the bill to be coufiftent neither with the 
confitution, nor the treaty of peace. It 
was then recommitted, to be made conform- 


able tothem.

The only illnefs he 
ever experienced was 2 diftemper in the 
eyes, occafioned by a fall from a pile of 
wood, when about 50 years of age. He 
had lived 57 years with one wife, and 
renewed his marriage at St. Etrenne du 
Mont, He followed his bufinefs to the 
age of 105, would not have left it off 
then, had not the charitable contribu- 
tions raifed for hun enabled him to fub- 
fit without it. A print of him was 
publifhed fome years ago, at the bottom 
of which it is faid, that his father died 
aged 123 years 10 months. 

The Lyons Gazette relates a fingular 
and fatal occurrence that happened about 
a year ago, near that city :—A Noble- 
man, named Baron Rigand,of the age of 
eighty, after a life of celibacy, the latt 
forty years of which were {pent in a kind 
of religious retirement, took it in his 
head to marry ; in vain did his friends 
expoftulate with him on this ftranee re- 
folution ; he was peremptory: Willing, 
however, while he indulged his fancy, to 
do it in a manner confiftent with his be- 
nevolent difpofition, he wrote to the Ab- 
befles of the feveral nunneries in the 
neighbourhood, that if they knew of, or 
had in their houfes any young wc™.an in 
low circumftance’, of good morals and 
temper, born of honeft parents,that wouid 
marry a rich old man, fuch as he was, 
who probably would not trouble her ma- 
ny years, but leave her in afluence, to fend 
her, and he would inftantly efpoufe her. 
He did not wait long ; a perfon anfwer- 
ing his defeription in every refpect was 
brought to him, the nuptials were {ul- 
emnized in prefence of ail his friends,and 
at nighi the happy couple were left ia 
their chamber; but before an hour had 
elapfed, a bell at the head of the bride-- 
groom's bed was heard to ring moft fu- 
rioufly ; the people of the hou/é ran into

the bridal chamber, and found the Baron 
expiring by the fide of his young bride ; 
and in a few minutes after, death put an 
end to his days in the prefence cf thofe 
who lately had feen him wed. The bridé 
refolved to fpend the remainder of her 
life in the convent fhe had come trom, 
and went thither the next morning ; that 
day nine months the was delivered of a 
fon, who if he lives, will inherit the title 
and eftate of his father. :

PHILADELPHIA, O€tober rr. 

A letter from Baltimore, dated Ottober 7, 
fays :---** After four days continuation of 
foutherly winds and heavy rains, in town and 
country, we had of courfe a high tide, and the 
waters in the falls run down with the greatef 
violence, and rofe to fuch an height, from 
fix to nine o'clock in the night, that it irre- 
fittibly carried away every thing before it--- 
mills, houfes, dams, bridges, ftores, fences, &c. 

*¢ The waters arofe fo high, that in our 
{chool room it was two feet and and an hali 
above the floor, and in Mr. B ’s front 
room it went over the top of his defk. Near 
the upper bridge it {wept away three or four 
houfes, and part of the New Reformed 
Church in Old Town. By this you may ea- 
fily guefs of other damages. Several lives 
were loft. Some who were carried down th: 
current were faved, others drowned. Mr, 
Cc had the fingular circumftance of a 
dead horfe floating into his back door, through 
his houfe into the parlour, and there lodged." 

NEW-Y OR K, C&ober 23. 

By a fingular regulation in the laws 
of Florence, if a crimina} in his way to 
execution, 1s demanded by a maiden in 
marriage, he receives #mmediate pardon, 
and the wedding is folemnized at the 
foot of the gallows. 

On Thuriday the roth infant, a very in- 
telligent gentleman, whofe veracity may be 
relicd on, arrived in Philadelphia trom the 
fails of tke Ohio, and Fort Pith, amd kes 
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communicated the following difagreeshle ine 
telligence, viz That about the laf of Sep- 
tember, two men declared on oath before -a 
magiltrate,” at Pitthurgh, that they came 
from the Shawanefe town, and that juit be- 
fore they left it, a party of that tribe cameia 
with fourteen fcalps, among which were thofe 
of Mrs. Moore and daughter, of Virginia ; 
that 700 favages performed the war dance, 
and faid they would firft fall on the conti- 
nental furveyors, and then pay a vifit to the 
fettlementof Wheeland, about 100 miles be- 
low Pitthurgh. In conféquence of this in- 
formation, Capt. Hutchins ordered the fur- 
veyors into their camp, judging it not pru- 
dent to perfift in running the territorial lines 
until ageneral confultation fhould take place. 
The inhabitants alfo removed from the banks 
of the river, below Pittfhurgh on Grave and 
Fith-creeks, Our informant adds this intel- 
ligence was corroborated by a faithful Indian 
from the Shawanefe town, to Col. Harmer, 
at the garrifon at the mouth of the Miame. 

By accounts from Cadiz, we learn, that it 
was generally reported that melancholy news 
had been received from South America; the 
Indians in the environs of Coquimbo, Villa- 
rica, la Conceptione, dc. have revolted, and 
in the moft mercilefs manner mati acre all the 
Spaniards, the defcendants born in the coun- 
try, and the negroes that they can lay hands 
upon. It is faid the Governour of Lima was 
killed in a rencounter with the infurgents in 
the valley of Arravo. 

We learn from North-Carolina, that the 
idea of a feparate government, in that State, is 
done away, and that they have difplaced their 
Governour, and voted in delegates to repre- 
fent them in the General Aflembly. 

A letter dated Gajahaga River, Sept. 26, 
fays, ** The Shawanefe, feem inciined 
for war—they lately burat two white women 
and afterwards two white men, prifoners,alive ; 
they first cut off their legs and then burat 
them.”
